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Record Rainfall In 
Big Storm 

Nat berth Gets Share of 
Big Storm 



'i'lie heaviest fall of' rain for live 
hours ever recorded in N;irl>ertli ac- 
companied the big storm last Sunday 
afternoon. 

fWith little wind, but with lightning 
aplenty, the storm burst upon the Bor- 
ough at 12.30 noon, and continued with 
intermittent fury until 0.30. The rain 
beat down in torrents, uprooting gar- 
dens, flooding streets, and turning 
brooks into freshets. 

Despite the excellent storm sewer 
system throughout the Borough, the 
water backed up to a depth of over 
two feet in some of the streets. This 
was true particularly on the South 
side. On Chestnut Avenue it ran over 
the pavement in places, flooding lawns, 
and inundating cellars. 

On Woodeidc Avenue, below .Maple, 
an automobile became stranded in the 
rising flood. Mr. .1. Garfield Ather- 
ivolt, of 20 Woodsi.de Avenue, donned 
a bathing suit, and rescued the woman 
and baby who were caught by the sud- 
den lake. The refugees wore taken 
to the porch until the storm subsided, 
and the auto pulled to a place of safe- 
ty"- 

The water rose rapidly under the 
railroad tunnel. Two men, crossing 
from the south to the north side, start- 
ed to run a race through the tunnel, 
und one, rumored to be an organist at 
:i Narberth Church, was "up to his 
middle" before he could stop. The 
same rumor has it that he bravely con- 
tinued mid played at the Church des- 
pite the resultant dampness.

Indian Creek, which drains the l'ark 
and part of the South side, soon over- 
flowed its blinks, and the Khortridge 
- Estate, below Wyniiewimd Avenue, be- 
came a great lake. 

The lightning did little damage, but 
a beautiful, tall tulip popular in the 
yard of Edgar S. Taylor, 11"> Chest- 
nut Avenue, was struck by a bolt. It 
stripped the bark from a large part of 
the trunk, which will probably kill the 
tree, one of the finest on the street. 

As usual, juvenile swimming suits 
.and boats were soon in evidence, and 
the younger generation made good use 
of the flooded glitters and back-yard 
lakes. 

The Oo-operative Observer of the 
Weather Bureau reports that as » re- 
sult of the storm, 4.10 inches of rain 
fell between the hours of 12.30 P. M. 
and 5.30 P. M. Between 12,30 and 1.30 
P. M., 1.95 of an inch fell. 

This was the heaviest rain in the ."> 
hours in which it was falling that has 
been recorded since observations wore 
established at Narbertli. It is also the 
heaviest fall in 24 hours- since August, 
1919, when 5.04 inches were recorded 
in 24 hours.

In view of questions asked "Cur 
Town" by numerous residents, who 
have been of the belief that work on 
the Recreation ('enter has been aban- 
doned, the statement below has been 
prepared by A. Perry Kedifer, mem- 
ber of Council and of the Recreation 
Board. 

It will be noted that, while the ori- 
ginal plans have been delayed, the 
work is nevertheless progressing. Mr. 
Itedifer's statement follows: 

There seems to be quite a little mis 
apprehension in Narberth concerning 
the status of the playground, due part- 
ly to a misconception of the facts and 
partly to misstatements which, unfor- 
tunately, have been circulated. 

The Rocrentiou Board had been or- 
ganized! several months before the 
legal proceedings in connection with 
the acquisition of the playground weic 
completed and the tract given into 
their custody. 

The Board, in the meantime, has had 
plans prepared for improvement of the 
property but when bids were received 
it was found that the lowest estimate 
would require double the amount avail 
able. 

Realizing that the high bids were due 
to the inflated labor market, the board 
was forced to postpone action on the 
plans until enough ashes and earth till- 
ing can be obtained to bring the tract 
somewhere near up to the required 
level. This will save the citizens sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 

Running from north to south across 
the tract is a covered culvert carrying 
the flow of the brook and the surface 
drainage as far north as Montgomery 
Avenue. Unfortunately, the top of this 
culvert is above the level of the sur 
sounding field. The cost of rebuilding 
the culvert at a lower level is prohibi- 
tive, so the alternative is to bring the 
field up to the level of the to]) of the 
culvert. 

The engineer's estimate is that 11, 
000 cubic yards of (ill are necessary. to 
grade the tract The Recreation Board 
hopes to secure this fill at little or no 
cost. 

In the meantime the Iwiard has made 
arrangements for the clearing and 
grading of the eastern part of the field 
to prepare it for temporary use. This 
work, in fact, has ahead been begun. 

With the winter's accumulation of 
ashes and the earth to be obtained from 
nearby excavations, it is hoped that 
the amount of cash now at the board's 
disposal will be sufficient to finish the 
grading of the field.

Send in Kreside Items. 



The monthly meeting of the commit- 
tees of Borough Council last Wednes- 
day evening wins turned) into a public 
hearing on the question of the im- 
provement of some 21(H) feet of street 
on Conway, Stuart and Price Avenues. 
There were nearly thirty residents 
of these streets, and of adjacent prop- 
erties in Narhrook Park, crowded into 
the Council Chamber. The matter has 
been in course of discussion and prepar 
at ion for nearly a year. 

Considerable discussion, and some 
sharp remarks between representatives 
of the different parts of the streets, 
took place. The gist of the argument 
seems to be tliat many of the petition- 
ers have become afflicted with nervous 
chills at the financial pros]>ect involved 
in the high price bid for the work. 

When the petitioners asked Council 
to take up the matter of paving this 
street system, to he charged to the 
adjacent properties, the owners figured 
a cost of about $:i.0n per front foot for 
the work. When the first set of bids 
came in. last winter, the lowest figure 
was a little above this amount, and 
of the new Kids, the. lowest is nhviut 
$4.00 per front foot. 

Many of the petitioners claim that 
this jump is more than they are willing 
to assume, and several requests were 
made to Council that they halt the work 
for at least another year, in the belief 
that prices would come down. 

President Hall reviewed the case in 
full, giving the reasons for the jump 
in the bills, and stating as his opinion 
that prices on road building would re- 
main at about their present levels for 
several, years. He told the property 
owners that Council had refused . to 
si^n the. contract for the work, for the 
reason that th-crc wms no financial guar- 
antee from tin' interested propertv own- 
ers. 

Tlie conditions under which Council 
• mi proceed with the work are such 
' bat a definite assurance must be forth - 
cui; ing that the cost will he met as 
the work progresses, and that this 
money must be raised by the owners 
t lionise Ives, and not til roiti! li action by 
council. 

So far, no one of the owners has 
consented to act as treasurer of the 
group, and many have stated their in- 
ability to meet the obligation at this 
time. In fact one of the men who 
spoke gave it as his belief that not 
•_'0'/, of the property owners could meet 
the cost now. 

Frank R. Abbott, of 321 Conway 
Ave., gave it as his opinion that the 
Narbrook Park owners whose proper- 
ties abutted on Conway Avenue were 
responsible for the delay, which was 
denied by J. B. MacKenzie, a resident 
of the Park, who stated that the Park 
residents had made preparation for 
the necessary pavements and gutters, 
and that part of that construction had 
already proceeded 1 . 

Mr. Abbott reviewed the inconven- 
iences suffered by /hhc residents of the 
east side of Don way nvenue during the 
winter because of the impassible con- 
dition of, the street, and was indignant 
because 11 number had already placed 
the sidewalks, curbs and gutters in an- 
ticipation of the road building. 

Mr. Hall told the group that Coun- 
cil had proceeded in good faith on the 
basis of the petition in their posses- 
sion, and were prepared to go ahead 
immediately- if the financing were as- 
sured. In showing the reason for such 
financing, he gave a brief talk on the 
methods by which road building might 
bo done in the Borough. At present 
some 8 miles of the 12 in Narberth 
are- paved, and Mr. Hall stated' that 
only a part of this mileage had be<m 
pavedi out of public funds, further, that 
such paying had put the Borough nu- 
ances in a bad condition up to 1917. 

The State law leaves only two ways 
for paving; by petition, assessing the ' 
cost . ngainst the interested' properties, .."

A PERENNIAL PROBLEM 



{No time is better ' tlian the present 
for u solution of tint- vexatious ques- 
i ton of street paving in Narberth. 

There are most certainly two sides 
to the proposition, but it seems evi- 
dent that one of these sides must give 
in to the inevitable. 

The ideal state of n flairs would be 
for the Borough to have- so much, wealth 
that It could pave the streets at public 
expense, and for tire State to allow 
the Borough ta> do it if we did have 
the money. 

But neither vendition exists. Uoun- 
t-.il must work hard to keep the ex- 
penses of the Borough within the pre- 
sent income, and the State forbids the 
use of tax funds for road building. 

Very well, that being the ease it is 
useless to cry over spilt miilk, to hark 
back to the days before the war, and 
to prediea'te all lack of action on the 
fact that once u]x>ii a time the Bor- 
ough paved a part of the town's roads. 
They have not done it for a long, long 
while, and may never be permitted to 
do it again. 

There is grave doubt as to the possi 
bilit of passing a large, loan for Hie 
purpose. Taxes are high, ami residents 
on paved highways feel that it lit up to 
the individual property owners on the 
unimproved streets. They feel that 
the poor streets result in lower assess- 
ments for these residents, and that any 
improvement expenditures would react 
immediately to increase greatly the 
value of these properties. 

It seems most certain that those tax- 
pavers who live on paved streets, two- 
thirds of the population, w J ill not he 
enthusiastic about shouldering an addi- 
tional tax burden to pave the rest. 11 
is equally certain that the matter will 
hang five, and that the mud hides will 
< hiitinue indefinitely if a definite stand 
is not taken. 

It in .an unfortunate situation, but 
the only way it can be met is for the 
interested property owners to "dig in" 
to the matter <vf collecting tlte .moneys, 
pnd let the work proceed. 

It is apparent that nothing can be 
accomplished by a delay of years. Prices 
are pretty wicll -established for some 
time to <«oitie. Let it be hoped the 
work can proceed.

Some people have the idea that the 
safest way is to rush o\ er railroad 
tracks as quickly as possible. Others 
■ ut down their speed to a sllow point 
an! as a result sometimes the motor 
j;ots stalled on trucks, and are in more 
.'anyei than if they had slipped across 
.,! full .-peed. The public would be 
::ifi'r if whistling and ringing of bells 
ly the loi"oinotives was more prolonged. 

There are many crossings where the 
tia<'Us are so concealed from vie.v from 
I lie liiiyhwa.vs, that the automobile 
driver must depend altogether upon his 
own sense of hearing for protection. 
Many more crossings ought to be pro- 
ticteil by some form of automatic sig- 
nal. 

It would seem a good idea, in ap- 
proaching a blind crossing, for an auto- 
mobile driver to come down to second 
speed, where he can have absolute con- 
trol over his machine and be able to 
stop quickly if a traiin is anywhere 
near. If he can hear the train at all, 
he would better stop. It will only 
take a minute for him to let the train 
get by, whereas he will be a long time 
dead if he is involved in a fatal acci- 
dent. 



THEATRE ORGANS 

The use of the pipe organ as 1 he 
musical instrument of the theatre is 
one of the interesting musical develop- 
ments of the present day. Very fine 
organs are being placed in moving 
pictures theatres as well as in play- 
houses of the legitimate drama. They 
ire mil only very satisfactory musical 
accompaniments for the screen enter- 
tainment, but tlvere are extra concerts 
which are even more enjoyable to the 
music lover. 

The good theatre organist, who nuut 
be able to adapt his art to Mieatre 
requirements as well u.s play his in 
trument with skill and beauty, com- 
mands a very respectable salary. Sn 
far, there are not enough organiMs to 
meet the demand. It is a field which 
is likely to grow rather than diminish 
for some time to come, and offers ity.

Figures compiled by the State De- 
partment of Forests and Waters nhow 
t,hat this spring 4 owners of forest laitd 
"et out a total of 140,<l.°t!) forest trees 
in Montgomery County. Reports in- 
dicated that in o*t of thc.se trees are 
grn'-. ing well an I in time they will 
produce excellent lumber. Ill Bucks 

County lo tree planters set out 21,02o 
forest trees and in Lehigh County 2.'t 
d'.ffi rent owners of forest land planted 
!',S2 forest trees. 

More trees would have been planted 
in t '• • Mate but the entire nursery 
ou'tput was exhausted early in the sea- 
son. Orders were placed for more than 
seven milion trees, but the State nur- 
series could supply only .1,075,045 for- 
est Itw* to the 1 ,4-0 1 private forest 
land owners in all parts of the State 
«Jio planted trees. In spite of the 
miTsery shortage this was the .largest 
number ever sent out in a single plant- 
ing season. The nursery output was 
more than 100 • times greater than the 
total shipment 10 years ago. The 

forest trees planted this spring refor- 
ested more than 5,000 acres of idle 
forest land. Upon 'reaching maturity 
they will produce approximately 175 
million board feet of lumber that is 
urgently needed by the people and in- 
dustries of the State.

help in naming any specimen. The 
district covered is so similar to that 
In I'ennsylvania that these books will 
be found as valuable for identifying 
local specimens as those in the sections 
for which they are intended. 

The (Library has been encouraging 
with a fair degree of success interest 
in nature study and has as a means to 
that end started a collection of nature 
books. These two new volumes are 
therefore a valuable addition.
